Explanation o f Estimate:

LB 751 changes provisions relating to the operation of ignition-interlock equipped motor vehicles. This bill 
strikes the language “for purposes of” when defining where a person may operate their ignition-interlocked 
vehicle. This limits operating of these vehicles “to” places of employment, school, an alcohol treatment 
program, or an interlock service facility.

This correction will make Nebraska in compliance with federal rules for repeat intoxicated drivers.

If this legislation is NOT passed, Nebraska will be in non compliance with federal rules and regulations 
regarding repeat intoxicated drivers. Nebraska would have 3% of the Federal apportionments for Interstate 
Maintenance, National Highway System and, Surface Transportation Programs transferred to the Section 402 
safety funds. This 3% is estimated to be $6.7 million.

Failure to maintain compliance o f  Federal provisions in 
23 CFR  1275 and 23 CFR 1313 could jeopardize Nebraska's qualification for highway funds in years 
subsequent to  2011. Approxim ately $6.7 million w ould be transferred from  the National H ighway System, 
In terstate  M aintenance and Surface T ransportation Program  to N ebraska's 402 H ighway Safety 
Program .
